Pentagon sources said 
Thursday tentative report* in- “ 
dicated eight Marines and six 
airmen may be missing in 
combat action associated with 
the successful rescue of an 
American merchant freighter 
and its crew seized Monday by 
Cambodian gunboats. 
Two destroyers circled the 
island 
with 
loud 
speakers 
searching for possible strag­ 
glers. 
Pentagon officials said parts 
, of the Marine force were scat­ 
tered among four warships 
that took part in the battle, 
while others flew to Thailand 
en route to home bases in the 
Pacific. " It’s all jumbled up at 
this point," one officer said. 
The Pentagon said it would 
account for the casualties later 
today. 
The Marine landing force 
and helicopters, searching for 
a captured merchant crew that 
wasn’t even on the jungle is­ 
land, encountered stiff small 
arms fire from the Cambodian 
defenders, the Pentagon said. 
The brief military adventure 
in the Gulf of Thailand, the 
first U.S. combat mission in 
Southeast Asia since the Viet­ 
nam cease-fire 2- 1 1 years ago, 
was being hailed as a resound­ 
ing political victory for the 
Ford administration. 


The operation resulted in 
the rescue of all 39 crewmen 
and the container ship May- 
aguez, seized by Cambodia 60 
miles off its'coast, and propo­ 
nent* of the action said it 
restored some of America’s 
tarnished glory after the loss,of 
Cambodia and Vietnan. 
In addition to rescuing the 
crewmen from the “ hijack­ 
ing," said Secretary of Defense 
.James K. Schlesinger Thurs­ 
day, the "measured response' 


was a "timely reaffirmation of 
freedom of the seas."

Thursday the Khmer Rouge 
had previously llred on a Swe­ 
dish ship and a South Korean 
vessel and halted four other 
ships in international waters.

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Khmer Rouge Blasts ‘Ferocious, Insane’ A ssault 


BANGKOK, Thailand (U PI) — The Khmer Rouge regime 
accused U.S. Marines today of launching a "ferocious, insane" 
assault 20 minutes after the release of the American merchant 
ship Mayaguez and its crew. 
Camfxidian Information Minister Hu Nim, in a broadcast 
over Radio Phnom Penh, described the Marine landing at Koh 
Tang Island as "an act of open aggression." 


"In the face of our g<x>d will, U.S. imperialism responded by 
savage, ferocious, insane, aggressive acts,” Hu Nim said in a 
broadcast monitored in Bangkok. 
The Khmer Rouge official said the Communist regime 
decided Wednesday “ to release the Mayaguez and and all of 
its American crewmen despite the fact that this ship had 
violated Cambodia's territorial waters." 


"In light of this decision, on the morning of May 15 at 6 a.m. 
our coast guard returned all members of the American crew," 
Hu Nim said. 
A Pentagon spokesman in Washington said a Marine assault 
force landed on Koh Tang Island in the Gulf of Thailand at 
6:20 a.m. (7:20 p.m. ED T Wednesday) to rescue the ship and 
39-man crew. 
Hu Nim described the assault as "proof of U.S. imperialism s 
premeditated plan aimed at blockading our sea routes, destroy­ 
ing our ports and sabotaging our economic position.’ 
He said Cambodian forces protected the Mayaguez crew 
members "when U.S. aircraft were carrying out savage bomb­ 
ing and strafing raids" against Khmer Rouge ships in the gull. 
Hu Nim accused the-Mavageuz crew of taking part in 


"espionage" activities, but said the Khmer Rouge decided to 
free the Americans out of "good will and a desire to exi*i in 
peace." 


He said the Khmer Rouge released the captives 'alter we had 
warned the crew members against committing further vio­ 
lations and provocative acts." 
"This act of aggression clearly shows that the Mayaguez 
affair was a glaring act of provocation used by U.S. imperialism 
as a pretext for implementing its criminal scheme." the 
Cambodian official said.

‘Ev idence Offered by Ca stro 
In CIA Plo ts’...McGo v ern 


W ASHINGTON (U PI) — Sen. George McGovern says Cuban 
Premier Fidel ( ’astro has offered to provide "documentation" 
to prove that the Central Intelligence Agency was involved in 
plots to assassinate him. 


The South Dakota Democrat, who visited Cuba May 5-8, told 
UPI in an interview Thursday he did not examine the evidence 
(’astro offered. But he said he intended to recommend that the 
Rockefeller Commission or the Senate CIA committee look into 
it in their investigations of intelligence activities. 


McGovern was asked whether the subject of attempts on 


C astro’s life came up during his visit with the Cuban leader. 
"Yes, it did. He’s convinced, that the CIA wa^ at least 
indirectly involved in several attempts on his life," McGovern 
said. "He savs that there have been about 100 such attempts, 
some of them involving direct assaults on him, some of them 
involving attacks or attempted assassinations on high-ranking 
officials, such as the deputy prime minister, Dr. Rodriquez. 


"He told me that he was prepared to provide documentation 
that the CIA had been involved in some of those attempts, and 
then he quickly added: ‘Not all of them, but some of them." 
McGovern said. "Let me say. I’m not in any position to 
evaluate that. I didn’t look at the documentation. I didn’t feel 
that was my right or my responsibility. But he feels very 
strongly that the CIA has been involved in such attempts." 


Asked if he had discussed Castro’s claims and offer with 
either the presidential investigating commission headed by 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller or the Senate committee led 
by Sen. Frank Church, Dldaho, McGovern said, “ 1 have not 
vet. but it’s going to lie part of the recommendations of my 


re|H»rt. 


"1 think if those committees are going to do a thorough job 
in telling us the full story of what the CIA does abroad, we re 
entitled to have some answers on this question of whether 
assassination is part of their policy." 


The Rockefeller Commission has completed an IH-week 
inquiry into CIA activities and is writing its report to President 
Ford. 


C. Douglas Dillon, former Treasury secretary and Rockefeller 
Commission vice chairman, said this week that the panel had 
"fully investigated" allegations that the CIA had been involved 
in plots to kill foreign leaders. He would not say what the 
investigation found, but did tell re|*>rters that the final re|s»rl 
in that area would deal "mostly with Castro." 


Commission sources indicated there were "lower level plots 
in the CIA to work with Cuban exile groups during the Bay 
of Pigs period to kill Castro. But the sources said these 
proposals were vetoed by CIA Latin American station heads 
after conferring with "CIA officials at the highest level 
in 
Washington. 


A spokesman for the Church committee, which is just 
beginning its work, said the matters mentioned by McGovern 
were "within the interest of the committee. Other committee 
sources said they would welcome a meeting with McGovern. 


David Phillips, who recently retired as head of CIA's Latin 
American operations to form a private group to defend the 
agency from criticism, and who was once a CIA station chief 
in Havana, told a news conference last Saturday he was willing 
to swear under oath before any investigative committees that 
he had never heard of any agency plots to assassinate Castro. 
“ It’s simply not so." he said.

McGovern said. "H e simply notified Sen. (Mike) Manslield 
and others that the attack was going to lie made. But he did 
not ask their advice.” 
There was a general sense of relief in Congress that the resuce 
o|»eration was completed. 
In the House, Kep.William Ketchum. K-Calif., said, "'Thank 
God we had the force and the will for once to stand up and 
sav ‘no more.’ W'e must not allow ourselves to be intimidated 
by a two-bit country." 
But Kep. Konald Heliums, DCalif.. added sarcastically. "W e 
have just proved in the last 21 hours that we can beat hell out

Acco rding to their co nfessio n, the CIA was suppo sed to 
prevent the o ld ty rant's murdero us so n. Ramfis, fro m returning 


to Santo Do mingo . Nevertheless, he flew ho me in a chartered 
plane and perso nally directed the to rture. 
His father had been bushwhacked o n a lo nely highway by a 
lew military and civilian marksmen, backed by a co nspiracy 
o f 20 to 40 o thers, with suppo rters in the hundreds. The military 
security fo rces hauled in do zens so me say hundreds — fo r 
to rture. Fro m their ago nized co nfessio ns, a detailed summary 
was written and presented to Ramfis, who has since died. 
The ex istence o f the summary , ho wever, is attested to by 
so urces clo se to the surviving Trujillo family members. We have 
also been in co ntact with the family itself, but they refuse to 
discuss the CIA's ro le in the assassinatio n. 
They wo uld say o nly that they regret Rafael Trujillo was no t 
info rmed by the CIA o f the plo t against him. “ After all, he was 
no t an enemy . He sho uld have been to ld,” a family spo kesman 
said.

Wherea s they used to ma inta in 
tha t there wa s chiseling in less tha n o ne percent o f 
a ll welfa re ca ses, they no w a ckno wledg e tha t the 
fig ure is much hig her; in the wo rds o f a spo kesma n, 
it is "pro ba bly well in ex cess o f 1 5 percent a nd ma y 
be clo se to 3 0 percent." 


Tha t is g a lling news fo r ta x pa y ers, but a no ther 
disclo sure in the repo rt is ev en mo re so . We a re to ld 
tha t in fully ha lf the ca ses where there is erro r the 
welfa re a g ency itself, no t the recipient, is to bla me. 
This ev idence o f burea ucra tic inefficiency a nd 
ca relessness cries o ut fo r refo rm. 


Tha t a lso g o es fo r ev idence o f chea ting , o bv io usly . 
There is pla inly a need fo r better pro cedures fo r 
detecting fra ud a nd cra cking do wn o n chiselers. But 
in o ur o pinio n it is a t lea st equa lly impo rta nt to 
co rrect ex pensiv e erro r a rising fro m la x a dm inis­ 
tra tio n.

The question of sentiment concerning a th ­ 
letics at Ulster County Community College 
play ed a large part in the failure Thursday 
to reach agreement on an athletic-student 
government budget for the school y ear 19 75- 
76. 
Action on the proposed $85,29 1 budget for 
sports clubs and the Student Government 
Organization was stalled until the nex t 
meeting of the budget advisory committee in 
•June. 
The committee, which is composed of 
administrators and representatives of the 
Student Senate clashed over the importance 
of sports and/or clubs to the student body . 
The Senate representatives indicated that 
the Senate is opposed to a $5 increase in 
student fees from $26 to $29 in order to meet 
the cost of athletic budget increases. Athlet­ 
ic coaches on the other hand, including 
George Vizvary , have objected to the cutting 
of tournaments, cost of shoes and meal 
money . 
Senate representatives objected specifical­ 
ly to a pro|)osed decrease of $5,880 in the 
student government organization and club 
budgets while the athletic budget proposal 
is for an increase of $7,009 . They contend 
that only about 140 participate in athletics 
out of a 1,500 member student body . 
Vizvary and others jx iinted out that more 
than 140 are involved in the athletic pro­ 
gram, when the large number of spectators 


who benefit are taken into consideration. He 
said that if the athletic budget were suitable 
he would lie able to carry a large numlier ol 
students in the athletic program (soccer). 
Senate members objected to cutting the 
budget for clubs but others suggested that 
the number of students (.10) participating in 
the clubs, was also negligible compared with 
the size of the student body . 
Those seeking additional money in the 
budget, including Vizvary . ex pressed disap­ 
pointment that more students did not show 
an interest and advance their thinking at the 
meeting which was held in the president's 
conference room and was open to every one. 
Various athletic team members also be­ 
moaned the apathy later in comments made 
after the meeting. 
Discussion also centered on the naming ol 
coaches with the suggestion that if a coach 
is not named sufficiently in advance of the 
time a season is to begin, that that particular 
sport be dropped. 
Dean Robert Markes suggested that "we 
get away from the naming of a coach the 
week before the season starts . . . liet'x bring 
the naming of a coach back to the college 
and away from the newspaper and radios." 
Regarding recruitment of play ers, Vizvary , 
when asked about policy , said he hoped that 
within three to four y ears the quality of area 
students will measure up to the level of 
competition UCCC is facing. "1 would like 
to see all Ulster County play ers," he said.

(DPI) — Arti« Gilmore's basket counted 
and Killy Keller's didn't. 
I he scant seconds that elapsed between those two shots made 
all the ditterence in the second game ol the American 
Kaskethall Association championship playoffs as the Kentucky 
Colonels edged the Indiana Pacers 95-9J to go up 2*0 in the 
best-of-seven series. 
“ You could say we were lucky to win as bad as we played." 
said Kentucky Coach Hubie Brown. “ Hut when I say lucky, 
I'm not talking about the call on Keller's shot. It was too late, 


no doubt in my mind." 
Gilmore, frustrated by Indiana's sagging defense most of the 
game, was held scoreless in the last half until he wheeled in 
the winning htntk shot with two seconds to go after catching 
rttokie center l»en Elmore in a one-on-one situaton. 
Keller then scurried up the ll<x>r and launched his spectacular 
shot just over the midcourt line. 
Keleree Ed Kush signaled it was no good, whereupon the 
enraged Indiana team charged the officials' table en.masse, 
claiming he got the shot oft in time for it to count as the winning 
three-|)ointer. 
With the angry Pacers milling around the timer, Ed Mid­ 
dleton, serving as the third official for just such situations, 
upheld Kush's decision. Immediately, General Manager John 
We insert said the Pacers would lodge an official protest. 
However, after c<x>ling off in the dressing room, Coach Boh 
l»eonard allowed that the chances of winning the protest were 
alxiut “ a million to one because 1 don't think the videotape or 
movies will show any concrete evidence that Billy shot in 
time.?" 
I he Indiana coach said it the Pacers had stayed with their 
game plan, Gilmore probably would not have been free 1o make 
his game-winfier. 
"He wouldn’t have got that shot il we’d stuck with our game 
plan of double-teaming Artis," l»eonard said. “ George McGin­ 
nis went out on Dan Issel when he got the ball and that left 
Gilmore open in low for his hooker against Elmore." 
McGinnis, in his customary starring role, was high lor the 
game in scoring with JO points and rebounding wilh 10 
retrieves. 
Gilmore Iterated himself for what amounted to a mediocre 
game for him, with just 12 |)oints and 15 rebounds. 
"I can t exactly say that basket made up tor the horrendous 
way 1 played,” the 7-toot-2 giant said. "But I am glad I was 
the one who made it." 
“ Outside of Dan Issel and Marv Koberts, we didn’t get very 
much offense,” Brown said. “ Everyone else was off in iheir 
shtKiting. When you sh<H>t jxKirly, defense has got to puli you 
through and I thought we played a helluva second hall 
defensively, holding them lo 4J points.” 
Issel pumped in 22 points and Koberts, who had a season- 
high 19 points in the Colonels’ 120-94 romp Tuesday night, 
scored Hi in a reserve role. 
Guard Diuie Dampier, the only player still around from the 
original Colonels team of eight years ago, called it the roughest 
game he’d ever played in. 
“ A lot of times I seemed to he in the wrong place at the wrong 
time and I ffntk some g<K*d licks," he said. 
Game three in the series between the two “ backyard rivals" 
will be in Indianapolis Saturday night. The fourth game is 
scheduled in Indianajxtlis Monday night before the series 
returns here for the fifth game, if necssary, next Thursday.

among

things, make the PSC more 
responsive to the public in­ 
terest and require utility com ­ 
panies to docum ent their need 
for increases to an extent not 
previously required, Hinchey 
said. 
"T he fact th at over 100 peo­ 
ple attended and 23 persons 
cam e forward with testim ony 
at the May 2 public hearing of 
that com m ittee in Kingston 
dem onstrates the urgency of 
government action on these 
problems, he said.

BK IK U T (I jM) — Premier Kanhid Solh has 
resinned after six months in office, angrily accusing 
the rightwing Phalangist party of plunging l*ebanon 
into a new round of f»olitical instability. 
Solh, the latest victim of Lebanon's precarious 
isditical system, announced his resignation Thurs­ 
day in an emotional s|>eech before parliament. 
The resignation brought down Lebanon’s fourth 
government in two years and left President Sul­ 
eiman Franjieh with the tough task of searching for 
a new premier. 
So lh accused Phalangist militiamen of starting 


last month’s bloody clashes with Palestinian guer­ 


rillas. Hundreds of |>ersons were killed or wounded 
in the lighting 
The outgoing 
premier said 
the 
Phalangists 


touched off the fighting by killing 27 persons during 
the "massacre 
of a busload of Palestinians, 
He said the Phalangists prepared "politically, 
morally and materially’ for the clashes and should 
."shoulder complete responsibility” for the week- 
long lighting. 
Solh step|>ed down after 12 of his 17 cabinet 
ministers quit over the government’s inability to 
halt last month’s guerrilla-militia clashes. 
The collapse of the Solh government reflects a 
precarious political system in which l<ebanons 
rightwing Christian parties and left wing Modern 
parties share power in a religiously divided nation 
of ‘2.5 million. 
The president is always a Christian and the 
premier a Moslem. I he rest of the government jsists 


are allocated by quota to the various Christian and

W ASHINGTON (IJP I) — An 8 percent 
monthly benefit increase for 35 million Social 
Security and Supplemental Security Income 
recipients became official today.
